WASHINGTON, March 16 (By A. 
#£—).—Daylight saving now awaits 
only President Wilson's approval. 
House ‘amendments to the bill, re- 
quiring All timepieces to be advanced 
one hour beginning the last Sunday in 
March, were accepted today by the 


Senate. The time would be changed 
back on the last Sunday in October. 
The Senate had proposed to make 
the dates April 30 and September 30. 

The general plan proposed was 
adopted last year in many European 
countries with marked success and 
has the approval of virtually all in- 
dustries and commercial establish- 
ments in the United States. Its adop- 
tion is particularly urged by the 
National War Garden Commission 
‘for its value to war gardeners. 

Five Zones of Time. 

Inasmuch as commercial and la- 
bor organizations the country over 
Con- 
gress expects a general agreement 
with the law everywhere. Five zones 
of time are to be fixed by order of 
the ‘Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. But it is directed in the bill to 
have “due regard” for the present 
railroad classifications. The unof- 
ficii 1 understanding: is that no im- 
portant change is to be made in pres- 
ent arrangements. There . will be 
Eastern, Central, Mountain, Pacific 
and Alaskan time. 

Amused by Bill. 

Members from agricutural states 
laughed at the measure. “I once 
heard,” said Thomas of Kentucky, 
“of Joshua ordering the sun to stand 
still three days—or houfs—as a war 
measure. That must have been the 
first of the freak notions urged upon 
the people as war measures. I used 
to think my State Legislature had 
the foolest ideas in the world. But 
i never tried to change the sun in 
its ‘orbit.” 

Wingo of Arkansas asked why an- 
other bill was not put in fixing the 
freezing point at 45 degrees, so peo- 
ple would not feel so cold. Farm- 
ers, he said, needed no artificial clock 
tinkering to get them up.

RECORD OF NATURALIZATION 
OF ADOLPHUS BUSCH FOUND 


It Establishes American Gitizenship 
of His Widow, Who Is Return- 
ing to United States. 

A record of the naturalization of 
Adolphus Busch was found in the 
archives of the Court of Criminal 
Correction yesterday, thus establish- 
ing the American citizenship of his 
widow, Mrs. Lily Busch, who is re- 
turning to the United States from 
Germany, after being absent from 
St. Louis since May, 1914. She was 
in Germany when the war started. 

The establishing of her citizenship 
was necessary in determining 
whether the Custodian of Alien 
Property should continue to admin- 
ister her income from her husband's 
large estate after her return to 
America. Busch’s certificate of nat- 
uralization could not be found, but 
the court record shows that he be- 
came a citizen Feb: 19, 1867. 

When receiving his naturalization 
papers Busch foreswore allegiance to 
the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt. The German empire had not 
then been formed.

HOLLAND SAID T0 
HAVE AGREED 10 
USE OF HER SHIPS 


Acceptance of Demand of U. S. 
and Allies for Service in 
Danger Zone Reported. 


CRAFT IN U. S. PORTS HELD 


Guarded Against Escape Prior 
to Probable Taking Over 
on Monday. 


AMSTERDAM, March 16 (By A. 
P.).—The Associated Press hears on 
excellent authority that the Dutch 
Government has‘ accepted the de- 
mand of thexallied Governments re- 
lating to the use of Dutch ships in 
the danger zone. 

WASHINGTON, March 16 (By A. 
P.).—With the exception of two 
steamers, the United States is hold- 
ing all Dutch ships now in American 
ports to prevent their escape, pend- 
ing probable requisition Monday. 

No bunker licenses will be issued 
for tHeir sailing, it was learned to- 
day, until they are taken over either 
by commandeering or by negotla- 
tion. 

The fact that the United States 
and Great Britain had determined to 
seize all Dutch ships in their ports 
Monday unless Holland agreed be- 
fore that time to turn them over 
under a voluntary arrangement was 
made known Thursday. 

The two ships which will be: per- 
mitted to sail are the Nieuw Am- 
sterdam, which will take a cargo 
of foodstuffs and a number of pas- 
sengers to Holland, and the liner 
Oranje, which will take a party of 
Dutch colonial officers from an 


|American Pacific port to the Dutch 


East Indies. 

In withholding bunker licenses to 
other Dutch ships, the American 
Government intends to take no 
chances og some of them getting to 
Dutch ports and thus escaping the 
requisition.

NAME OF ALVIN SMILEY IN 
LATEST U. S. CASUALTY LIST 


Man Wounded Believed to Be Han- 
nibal Soldier Who Got War Cross 
—Parents Have no Nord. 


The name of Alvin: Smiley, which 
appears among the slightly wounded 
in the latest casualty list from 
France, is the same as that of a 
Hannibal (Mo.) youth, formerly of 
St. Louis, who on March 3 was dec- 
orated with the Croix de Guerre 
(French war cross) by Premier 
Clemenceau of France for gallant 
service. | 

Although the wounded man is be- 
lieved to be David Alvin Smiley, it 
was stated at the home of his par- 
ents at Hannibal this morning that 
no message had been received from 
the War Department telling that he 
was wounded. 

David Alvin Smiley received the 
cross of war for running messages 
from the line to the artillery during a 
gas attack and through a barrage. 
He is a private in the artillery. Until] 
five years ago the Smiley family lived 
here at 2849 Magnolia avenue.

Gen. Von Gallwitz 
Commands New German 
Army Group in West 
BERLIN, via London, March 16 
(By A. P.) 
headquarters’ 
statement today discloses 
the presence on the _ western 
front of a new army group un- 
der the command of Gen. :von 
Gallwitz. The statement says: 
“Army groups of the German 
Crown Prince, Gen. con Gall- 
witz, and Duke Albrecht—near 
Rheims, on both banks of the 
Meuse and on the Lirraine front, 
near Mulbach and Blamet, the 
artillery fighting was heavier 
throughout the day. On both 
sides of Ornes it continued to be 
heavy during the night.” 


HE army 


When Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg assumed supreme com- 
mand he divided the Western 
front into commands under 
‘Prince Rupprecht, the German 
J Crown Prince and Duke Albrecht. 
The front of Gen von Gallwitz 
apparently is between Verdun 
and the German border. It may 
include the sectors held by the 
American troops, although at the 
present time they are not exten- 
sive enough to be opposed by a 
special German command, un- 
less some unusual operations are 
under way. Recent dispatches 
from the American front have in- 
dicated that there was great act- 
ivity behind the German lines. 

Gen. von Gallwitz in the early 
part of the war was on the East- 
ern front. He tok part in the 
German drive through Poland 
and later in the campaign in 
Serbia. Lase last year news dis- 
patches reported that he was in 
command of the Verdun front 
under the Crown Prince. 


PRESIDENT EXPECTED 10 
MAKE STATEMENT ON RUSSIA 


Intimated in Official Circles That the 
Declaration Will Come 
Soon. 

WASHINGTON, March 16 (By A. 
F.).—There were intimations in offi- 
cial circles today that President Wil- 
son might make an early declaration 
on the Russian situation. 

It was not indicated what might be 
its form or its manner of delivery. 

America’s attitude toward inter- 
vention in Siberia by Japan, whether 
she acts independently or in conjunc- 
tion with ether Powers, has not un- 
dergone ai.y change, it WAS sata’ to- 
day at the State Department. 

Officials remained reticent’ re- 
garding Japan’s expression of her 
intentions, but it was indicated that 
an exchange of views was continu- 
ing, and from this it was deducted 
that Japan has not determined defi- 
nitely on a course. It was suggest- 
ed that final decision might be de- 
layed until the new Japanese Am- 
bassador, Count Ishii, reaches Amer- 
ica. 

It is known that the United States 


in 


. has been doubtful of the need of in- 


tervention by Japan, many officials 
of this Government fearing that such 
action might bring together the va- 
rious factions in Russia to combat 
the Japanese even if they were sup- 
ported by the armies of the Entente 
and America and however good their 
intentions. 


Japanese Premier Says He Is Con- 
cerned Over China’s Trouble. 

LONDON, March 16 (By A. P.).— 
In reply to a question in the Diet yes- 
terday the Japanese Premier, Count 
Terauchi, said, according to a Reu- 
ter dispatch from Tokio, that the dis- 
sension prevailing between North and 
South Chia was the source of seri- 
ous concern for Japan’s interests, but 
that Japan would take no steps in 
the way of mediation. 

The Premier characterized as un- 
true a report that a small body of 
Entente troops had been dispatched 
toward Siberia. 


FURTHER LIMITATION OF 
WHEAT CONSUMPTION PLANNED 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (By A. 
P.).—Further limitation of wheat 
consumption in the United States is 
under consideration by the food ad- 
ministration to make certain that the 
subnormal visible supply will tide 
over the American people and their 
allies until the next harvest. 

The seriousness of the wheat sit- 
uation was shown today by a De- 
partment of Agriculture report on 
the supply in country elevators and 
mills, which is supplemented by a 
frank admission at the food admin- 
istration that existing flour stocks 
are only 30 per cent of the norm:l 
quantity needed until July 1. Food

bushels of wheat in elevators and 
on farms March 1 was optimistic and 
est information was that 
125,000,000 Bushels was the greatest 
amount that could be expected.

A con- 
siderable number of shells have been 
falling intermittently on the Toul

An enemy patrol was discovered 
this morning in the American wire 
entanglements northwest of Toul. 
The Germans were driven off with 
rifle fire and a number of them were 
hit. One body was left. hanging in 
the wire. 

American snipers have been very 
busy on both sectors. East of Lune- 
ville six enemy snipers were silenced 
by the Americans. On the Toul 
front last night and today consider- 
able talking and even*“singing was 
heard within the enemy lines. Sev- 
eral times'the Germans stuck their 
heads over the parapets to see what 
the Americans were doing. Each 
time a bullet from an American 
rifle went in the direction of the 
head. After several of these ex- 
changes the Germans stopped look- 
ing. 


Escaped Prisoner Caught. 
At one place last night an Amer- 


ican sentry saw a figure slinking 
through the darkness. The man 
halted when challenged and was 


found to be a German prisoner who 
had escaped and was trying to get 
back to his own lines. The German 
was turned over to the French au- 
thorities. The place where the Ger-

The visibility was poor today, but 
many airplanes were up. 

‘It_is believed certain that the Ger- 
mans have permanently abandoned 
trenches to the northeast of Badon- 
villers, near Luneville. The enemy 
is now hurling quantities of large 
shells, some of 12 inches, at our po- 
sitions there. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
the American front in France Thurs- 
day reported that Gen. Pershing’s 
men had made their first permanent 
advance in occupying evacuated 
trenches northeast of Badonvillers 
and consolidating them with their 
own lines. German attempts to eject 
the Americans were repulsed.

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Wagner Strike Is Ended; 
Workers Return Monday 


2000 Agree to Go Back When Assured by. U.S 
Officer Wage Diffesences Will Be 
Settled in 30 Days.

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Striking employes of the Wagner | 
Electric Co., 
2000, will return to work Monday. 
The strike came to an end today as 
the result of mediation by Maj. 
Rogers, a representative of the Or- 


ment, who addressed the men at 
New Club Hall in the forenoon and 
assured them that a Federal Com- 
mission will adjust their demands as 
to wages and hours if they find it 
impossible to reach an agreement 
with the company in the next °30 
days. 

The men had been out since March 
6, demanding recognition of unions 
and an increase of 40 per cent over 
the present scale of pay. 

The strikers, after the meeting, 
said Maj. Rogers gave them these as- 
surances: 

That the men discharged for 
joining the union shall be rein- 
stated. 

That the company shall confer 
with committees representing the 
different departments, and that, if 
an agreement on wages. hours and 
conditions is not reached within 30 
days; a Federal Commission will 
send representatives here to ad-

(By A. P.).—President Wilson's mes- 
sage of sympathy to the Russian peo- 
ple was received with marked ap- 
plause when it was read tonight at 
the opening session of the all-Rus- 
sian Congress of Soviets. The Con- 
gress immediately adopted a resolu- 
tion of appreciation. . The resolution 
reads: 

“The all-Russian Congress of 
Soviets expresses its appreciation 
to the American people and first 
of all the laboring and exploited 
classes ‘in the United States for 
the message sent by President Wil- 
son to the Congress of Soviets in 
this time when the Russian Social- 
ist Soviet Republic is living 
through most difficult trials. 

The, Russian republic uses the oc- 
casion of the message from: Presi- 
dent Wilson to express to all peo- 
ples who are dying and suffering 
from the horrors of this imperial- 
istic War, its warm sympathy and 
firm conviction that the - happy 
time is near when the laboring 
masses in all Bourgeoise countries 
will throw off the capitalist voke 
and establish a Socialist state of 
society, which is the only one 
capable of assuring a permanent 
and just peace as well as the cul- 
. ture and well being of all who toll. 

The Congress is being Reld in the 

splendid banquet hall of the nobility 
club where former Emperors often 
Soldiers, sailors 
and peasants formed a majority of 
the 1164 delegates present. M. 
Sverdloff, chairman of the Central 
Executive Committee of the congress 
presided. The Bolshevik members 
number 732 and there are 38 Social 
Fevolutionists of the left.

MASSED FLEET AIR RAID HAS. 
GIVEN WAY TO SOLO ATTACK 


Says Neither Guns 

Nor Defensive Planes Can Stop 
Man Who Knows Business. 

LONDON, March 16 (By A. P.).— 


“Both the Germans and ourselves § 
have to admit that neither guns nor | 


defensive planes can always stop a 
raider who knows his business and 
is equipped with a first-class machine 
gun,” writes an aeronautical expert 
commenting in the Evening Standard 
on the recent air raids on London. 
“But there is a tremendous change 
in the conditions governing the raids 
as compared with those existing less 
than a year ago. Of the many air- 


planes which may now approach/ 


London very few indeed get through. 
The massed fleet raid has given away 
to attacks by single machines or very 
small groups. Never again are ‘we 
likely to have the humiliating spec- 
tacle of a big formation of enemy 
machines moving ‘ with impunity 
above our capital. 


“The single or small group of raid- 
ers is most elusive, and no agency 
yet put into practice has been able to 
stop this‘form of attack. The heav- 
fest barrage is jumped over by a 
‘ daring pilot, and, so immense is the 
sky space and so defective is visibi]- 
ity at night, that great fleets of pur- 
suers often fail to bring him down. 
But our airplanes are growing more 
skillful in breaking up the fleets, and 
experience, aided by 
more liberal use .of very fast ma- 
chines, we should be able to givo 
every solo raider a terrific chase 
from the coast to London and back 
again.”’

Strangely enough, it was through 
that first meeting with Willard that 
Fulton sprang into pugilistic promi- 
nence. 

The Rochester Giant had been 
boxing with rather indifferent suc- 
cess until May 14, 1915, when Jess 
Willard, newly crowned heavyweight 
champion of the world, halted in 
Fulton’s home town to give a boxing 
exhibition. Frederick was selected 
as the victim. 


The bout was to go four rounds— 
if-Fulton could last that long. Ful-
